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Rental Shelf 
At Library Gets 


Informal Nod 


Members of the city council 
gave their tentative approval 
Tuesday night at an informal 
meeting for the proposed rental 
shelf in the Menlo Park library. 

Library board members Mrs. 
Lee M. Greenleaf and Dr. S. W. 
Chan were present when the dis- 
cussion was held and answered 
all questions on the matter. City 
Attorney James O’Keefe will ar- 
range the legal formalities so that 
official action may be taken by 
the council at the regular meet- 
ing Tuesday evening, according to 
Mayor Michael Belangie. 

The proposed rental plan in the 
library would permit the librarian 
to request more than one copy of 
a book currently in demand and 
at the end of the demand period 
the Menlo Park library would be 
able to purchase the books at a 
discount if it was believed that 
they would be good additions to 
the permanent library collection.

Menlo Park Elementary School 
District board of trustees’ candi- 
dates James Black, Ben Holland 
and P. C. Davenport this week 
paused in their campaign to define 
their position regarding how they 
feel district policy should be form- 
ulated and to spell out what they 
feel should be the relationship be- 
tween the board and the superin- 
tendent. 

Answers to these questions 
have been indicated as upper- 
most in the minds of the dis- 
trict’s parents, they said, by the 
fact that they have been asked 
with great frequency at neigh- 
borhood meetings in which the 
three have been concentrating 
their campaigns. 

The three are continuing ‘to 
make a canvass of the district, 
attempting to contact as many 
prospective balloters as possible to 
explain their views on all subjects 
confronting the district. 

Delineating their view of what 
the relationship between the su- 
perintendent and the schools 
should be, Black, Davenport and 
Holland have referred to the state 
education code which states that, 
“The superintendent of each dis- 
trict shall . . . be the chief execu- 
tive officer of the governing board 
of the district.” 

“We believe that policy matters 
should be cooperatively defined, 
with the superintendent acting as 
chief technical consultant for the 
board,” Holland explains. 

HOW POLICY IS SET 

He referred to the fact that the 
district has a “policy manual” com- 
piled some years ago, making use 
of previous board of trustees’ rul- 
ings as the source for its informa- 
tion. In it are to be found detailed 
instructions regarding all phases 
of administrative policy. 

“We believe also that sound ad- 
ministration requires mutual re- 
spect of the board and the super- 
intendent,” he added, with all in- 
volved willing to look at problems 
as something to be solved, not as

The question of whether an 
“outsider” could be of help in

community but that questions of 
how to teach, and of what can be 
taught in a given grade, are con- 
siderations which demand profes- 
sional assistance,” Davenport ex- 
plains. 

Asked, at the meetings he has 
attended, whether he thought the 
school district would achieve 
more efficiency in operation if a 
business manager were appointed, 
candidate James Black explains 
that the group has been studying 
that possibility, but feels a study 
should be made to determine if 
such a manager would justify him- 
self as far as expenses are con- 
cerned. 

‘CHAIN OF COMMAND?’ 

If,a business manager is ap- 
pointed, he said, he and Holland 
and Davenport have agreed, as a 
part of their platform, that he 
should be subordinate to the su- 
perintendent who is, according to 
law, responsible for the entire 
Staff. 

All three have joined in invit- 
ing cooperation on the part of the 
public, to evolve a continuous stu- 
dy of the needs of the community 
and its schools. 

Holland, who is currently chair- 
man of the school district board of 
trustees, is the only incumbent of 
six candidates in the race.
